More to Each One Than 
Technical Advantage. 


Geneva, Switzerland, JUty 14 (A.P.). 
The crisis in the tripartite naval con- 
ference continues unabated despite a 
public session today at which the Brit- 
ish, American and Japanese delega- 
tions frankly presented before the 
world their views concerning the cruiser 
problem, which may yet cause a split 
in the conference. 

This presentation served only to 
emphasize the wide divergencies exist- 
ing and brought out clearly that, while 
Great Britain is adhering tenaciously 
to high tonnage in cruisers, the Ameri- 
cans and Japanese are struggling to 
attain the lowest level of tonnage. 

The atmosphere of the conference to- 
night is one of acute tension. The 
pessimists insist that today’s meeting, 
which got nowhere, marks the end-of 
the conference, but the optimists in- 
sist that there still is some hope of an 
agreement. 

Must. Solve Problem Soon. 

It is certain that all three delega- 
tions maintained their divergent view- 
points and that no agreement seems 
immediately in sight. But all the 
plenipotentiaries committed themselves 
to renewed effort. Probably the ma- 
jority of authoritative opinion is that 
is too early to predict what will hap- 
pen, but with the same majority simul- 
taneously voicing its opinion that a 
solution for the cruiser problem must 
be found soon, otherwise the conference 
would inevitably be doomed to disinte- 
gration 

Two features of this solemn and 
tense session stood out prominently. 
One was the declaration of Hugh 6. 
Gibson, head of the American delega- 
tion, that an agreement between the 
three powers was worth more to all 
than any technical advantage, and 
that mutual confidence and the feel- 
ing of security to be derived from an 
agreement have more value than any 
number of guns and ships. He pleaded 
for a self-denying ordinance freely 
entered into by the three great naval 
powers.

MOTORIST GENERALLY 
RESPONSIBLE, IS VIEW 


Training of Child to Be Cau- 
tious Is Urged to Re- 
duce Casualties. 


Inclination of children to play in 
the streets has been directly responsible 
in the last year and a half in Washing- 
ton for the death of eight children and 
injury and maiming of 231 by motor 
vehicles. 

While this, in a large measure, 15 
the price the District has paid for in- 
adequate playgrounds, for Congressional 
inertia, for niggard appropriations, 
there are, nevertheless, two strong edu- 
cational points which Traffic Bureau 
Officials wish to stress as a means of 
reducing the useless and lamentable 
deaths of children and injury of their 
limbs and bodies. 

The first of these is the training of 
the children to keep out of the streets, 
to observe and to be cautious and 
watchful. This discipline of the chil- 
dren and guardianship over them is a 
duty chargeable to the parent or 
guardian, the neglect of which Traffic 
Bureau officials and police regard as 
nothing less than criminal. 


Motorist Has Obligation. 


The second obligation rests with the 
motorist. The fact that a motorist has 
kept within the speed limit; that he 
has obeyed all regulations, and has 
given no thought to the safety of chil- 
dren in any place does not excuse him 
from being responsible for the death of 
a child, in the opinion of traffic ex- 
perts. 

He may escape through the loopholes 
of the law. From a superficial survey 

€ may not be at fault. And yet, in 
1¢ opinion of traffic experts, if a mo- 
torist has failed to increase his own 
caution so far as to assume that cau- 
tion which a child may be expected to 


is a scar which his comscience deserves 
to wear. 

It is a thing commonly to be observed 
that a motorist will drive along a resi- 
dential or semiresidential street on 
which cars are parked at the same rate 
and in the same manner that he would 
if no cars were parked along the street. 


Potential Danger to Children. 


Any motorist knows that he is him- 
self thrice as great a potential danger 
to children driving along a street along 
which cars are parked as if driving 
along a street clear of parked cars. 
Along the former he never knows when 
@ child will suddenly dart from behind 
a@ parked car. 

And since he knows this, and there 
is no reasonable excuse for his not be- 
ing aware of it at all times, failure to 
act in accordance with this knowledge 
makes him morally to blame, in the 
opinion of traffic experts, for death or 
injury to a child that may result. 

Traffic experts who have studied the 
problem base their conclusion on the 
fact that a child is a natural depend- 
ent. And as regards traffic the child 
has two natural guardians, first, his 
parents or guardian, and, second, the 
motorist. When a child is beyond the 
power of the parent or guardian to 
protect him, it then becomes the natu- 
ral duty of the motorist to protect 
him. The user of the street, becoming 
a potential danger, assumes a responsi- 
bility to others as great as he is dan-

Witness in Mills Murder 


Attempts to 


Escape Jail 


Iron Bar Removed From Cell by Older of Mills 
Brothers—Cousin of Slain Man Gives 
Alibi and Is Dismissed. 


Clarence Miles, 20-year-old farmhand, 
who was the sole witness of the murder 
of Edward L. Mills, Hunting Hill farmer, 
eight days ago, was frustrated in an 
attempt to escape from the Rockville 
jail last night. 

Had he made good his escape, the 
authorities believe, he would have 
helped his 18-yee~-old brother, Clinton, 
to break away. The brothers are being 
held in Rockville as fugitives from jus- 
tice, the charge being that they broke 
out of the jail at Marlboro, Md., about 
five months ago. 

According to the authorities, Clar- 
ence used the same methods in trying 
to escape from the Rockville jail as he 
used at Marlboro. He took a steel slat 

rom his cot and used this to loosen 
the bars of his cell. 

William Perry Trail, jr., son of the 
jailer, discovered the plot. He discov- 
erc.l that one iron bar in the window 
of Clarence’s cell already was out and 
that others were so lIcose that they 
could easily be pulled out 

Ed Miles, older brother of Clarence 
and Clinton, visited the boys at the 
jail just before the attempted break. 
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was discovered, and the authorities. 
last night said they would investigate 
to determine whether there was any 
Significance to his visit. 

Since. they were arrested last Friday 
the brothers have occupied adjoining 
cells on the second floor of the left 
wing of the jail. Evidently Clarence 
began to work on the bars of his cell 
window-almost immediately after he 
was incarcerated. 

Trail, the jailer’s son, said he be- 
came suspicious by the almost con- 
tinuous noise that came from Miles’ 
cell. This noise, he said, was being 
made to drown out the sound of Clar- 
ence’s tapping at the bars. 

When Trail visited Clarence’s cell 
last night he found that several of the 
steel slats were missing from the cot. 
Investigating further, he discovered 
that one iron bar in the window was 
out and that the others were loose. 

The iron bar that Miles pried out had 
what is known as a “sleeve” on it—a 
piece of iron covering. This was loose, 
and by working it up and down and 
using the steel slat as a hammer and

The 
mercury probably will reach a high 
point of 90, he said, which is about 3 
degrees above normal.

Airmen Get Away From San 
Francisco After False Start, 
Due to Hitting. 


MUCH EMOTION SHOWN 
AT THE SECOND HOP-OFF 


His Fiancee Much Concerned; 
Emory B. Bronte Aboard 
as Navigator. 


San Francisco, July 14 (A.P.).—Feel- 
ing their way through a fog which ob- 
scured both the choppy surface of the 
Pacific and the sky, Ernest L. Smith 
and Emery B. Bronte, in their tiny 
monoplane City of Oakland, tonight 
were following the setting sun west- 
‘ward toward Hawail. 

Reports almost every hour since they 
‘took off from the Oakland Municipal 
Airport were received direct by the 
Radio Corporation of America here, or 
relayed from steamers on the great 
circle, the air lane marked by the 
guiding radio beacons. 

Computations based on the latest, 
7:15 p. m., bearings sent out by the 
fliers, showed them to be 630 nautical, 
or 725 land miles from San Francisco. 
This position made the average speed 
‘of the plane 92 land miles an hour. 
| None of the radio stations here had 
heard from the plane since its 7:15 
p. m. report. Efforts were being made 
to communicate with the steamer 
Frank H. Buck, 800 miles out from San 
Francisco, to ascertain weather con- 
tions and ask her to make radio con- 
| nections with the plane, if possible. 


Slow Speed Uneconomical. 


Air experts, following their course, 
advanced the theory that the lack of 
visibility had caused Smith to throttle 
his motor to a slow speed, a course 
declared to be uneconomical from the 
standpoint of fuel. 

Radio stations on land received fre- 
quent messages from the plane. Each 
told of fog, fog. 

“We will run out of it soon, we 
hope,” radioed Emory B. Bronte, navi- 
gator of the plane, at 2 p. m. 

The Weather Bureau here issued a 
forecast *cfore the fliers left, saying 
that they would not be out of the fog 
for *‘a considerable distance” out from 
San Francisco. 

At 3 p. m. another radio message 
reported it was “still foggy.” The fliers 
said they had not heard signals from 
the Army’s radio beacon for an hour 
“Going strong,” they added. 


Prepared to Free Pigeons. 


| Bronte was prepared to release two 
of the four carrier pigeons he had 
aboard. He said he would do that when 
the plane reached the 200-mile point 
out of San Francisco. The birds were 
expected to arrive at their San Fran- 
cisco loft tonight. 

The other two birds were to accom- 
pany the plane on to Hawali and in 
the event Smith and Bronte fly home 
they will release the pigeons 100 miles 
off the mainland. Or in case of emer- 
gency the pigeons are expected to be 
released to find, if possible, a nearby 
vessel. 

A message received from Bronte later 
in the afternoon said that the wireless 
receiving set aboard the plane was out 
of commission, but that did not worry 
him. Back in Oakland, where the plane 
took-off for its flight, anxious ears were 
primed for the slightest word of the 
fliers’ progress. Telephones to the 
flying fields were kept busy by friends 
of the two men and calls from sponsors 
and others connected with the flight 
were directed to radio stations for “any 
thing new.” 


Beacon System Worked Well. 


The Army radio beacon system, put 
into operation for use by the Smith 
plane, was reported working well in one 
of Brondt’s first bulletins. It was not 
known whether failure of the receiving 
set would affect reception of the radio 
beacon signals, for the wave lengths’ on 
messages and beacon work were 600 and 
1,025 meters, respectively. It was be- 
lieved Bronte might still be able to 
tune in on the higher wave length. 

The fliers were due to gain the benefit 
of trade winds, breasting them along 
about 20 miles an hour when they 


reach 500 miles from San Francisco. 
At the rate they were traveling during 
the early part of their trip it was esti- 
mated they should strike the winds 
about nightfall. 

It all depends om field, conditions in 
Hawaii as to whether the City of Oak- 
land is able to fly back home, It had 
been planned that the plane should be 
the first to try a 4,800-mile round trip 
hop between Oakland and Hawaii, re- 
maining on the islands only long 
enough to permit refueling, inspection 
and the take-off. 

But after Army officials in Hawail an- 
nounced that Wheeler Field, the 
Army’s airport, 20 miles out of Hono- 
lulu, was too short to permit a heavily 
laden transpacific plane to hop off, it 
was suggested that Smith and Bronte 
might land at the Wheeler and then 
hop over to the Island of Kauai, where

Dr. Ellison. “It is possible that Sen- 
ator King may not have known what 
our program is. I do not think that his 
statement has been in any way preju- 
dicial to our movement.” 

Commenting on suggestions that of- 
ficlals may be violating a Federal stat- 
ute covering “voluntary service” in ac- 
cepting help from the association, Dr. 
Ellison said: 

“The association was formed at the 
request of Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, super- 
intendent of police, and he could hard- 
ly have made such a request if a vio- 
lation of the law were involved. We 
feel certain that no law is being vio- 


lated.”

Shanghai to Become Only a 
Commercial Graveyard, 
It Is Predicted. 


Shanghai, China, July 14 (A.P.).—aA 
storm of protests by foreign business 
men has followed the announcement of 


the Nanking Nationalist government 
concerning the establishment of new 
taxes, and has precipitated what Is re- 
garded as a critical situation in com- 
mercial circles. 

United States Consul General Cun- 
mningham has been visited by a long 
procession of American merchants de- 
manding that something be done. Mr. 
Cunningham has replied that he lacks 
instructions from Washington and that 
he is able to file protests and to awalt 
instructions 

The Nanking leaders maintain that 
the taxes are necessitated by the direct 
financial needs of their government. 

Representative L. C. Dyer, of Mis- 
souri, author of the 1922 China trade 
act, conferred with Consul General 
Cunningham today regarding the sit- 
uation. Mr. Dyer expressed the belief 
that unless the United States recog- 
nizes the Nanking government, or for- 
cibly restores the old treaty provisions, 
United States trade with China is 
doomed to extinction.

Rapid City, S. Dak., July 14.—This 
country is busy having its Pioneer 
days, Settlers’ days, round-ups and the 
like, all designed to get the folk of the 
countryside together and at the same 
time attract tourists from other sec- 
tions, but tomorrow President Coolidge 
is to have a day that might well be 
called Political Day. In the first place, 
Senators Norbeck and McMaster, of this 
State, two men heretofore classed as 
insurgents, but the former now out- 
wardly a very close friend of the Presi- 
dent, and the latter still hanging back 
like the stubborn and aggrieved boy, are 
to have dinner with the President. 

George W. Wright, of Huron, the Re- 
publican State chairman, and Mrs. 
Wright, are to be luncheon guests, and 
Mrs. Paul E. Rewman, of Deadwood, Re- 
publican national committeewoman, 
will see him in the morning at the 
executive offices. Observers say that 
after he has talked to these people he 
should know pretty much everything 
political about this State. 

The most interest attaches to the 
Coolidge-Norbeck-McMaster gathering. 
Senator Norbeck, who certainly appears 
to be anything but a radical or insur- 
gent in the meaning which those terms 
have been taken back East, met the 
President on the train when he first en- 
tered this State, a month ago, and since 
he has been the embodiment of Western 
hospitality. 


Shows Western Hospitality. 


He has not yet taken dinner at the 
lodge—and these lodge dinners have 
come to take on the significance of 
the buckwheat cake breakfasts back in 
Washington—but he has dined. with 
Mr. Coolidge on the train and has been 
&@ member of his party on such oc- 
casions as the Belle Fourche round-up. 
The senator has been most gracious, 
and those who expected him to do 
nothing but harp on the economic con- 
ditions of his country have been sadly 
disappointed. 

Senator McMaster did not rush up 
to greet Mr. Coolidge when he came 
to this State and has not seemed to 
be overcordial since he came to Rapid 
City himself about a week ago. There 
was considerable speculation, in fact, 
as to whether he would ever be a guest 
at the lodge. Some political prognosti- 
cators have seen in the attitudes of the 
two senators definite indications of a 
split. 

But now the social forces of the 
summer White House have succeeded in 
bringing the two of them together and 
at a dinner table when men are sup- 
posed to argue in moderate tones at 
thas, 

And then to follow up these political 
significances, the President is to get 
away bright and early Saturday for 
Ardmore, some 150 miles from here, 
where he is to mingle with 10,000 
farmers from four States. 

The President has insisted frequently 
that there is nothing political about 
anything he does out here, and on one 
occasion he suggested, rather persua- 
sively, that the newspaper men ac- 
companying him write more about the 
charms of the Black Hills and let him 
alone. But the people with whom he 
is to dine tomorrow are certainly poli- 
ticlans, foremost and last. 

In fact, the State editors have point- 
ed out to Mr. Coolidge several times 
in a friendly way that politics is the 
favorite outdoor and indoor sport of 
this State. It has not been so long 
since courts and other orderly tri- 
bunals were set up, and prior to that 
time the people had a way of meeting 
€ach other on the streets and shoot- 
ing. There is a prominence overlook; 
ing Rapid City that is mute evidence 
of bygone sports, so to speak. The peo- 
ple had been harassed by ¢attle rustlers, 
and one day three men were caught in 
the act. They were placed in a cabin 
under a heavy guard while the towns- 
people deliberated. Finally one man 
with a keen and decisive mind: said: 

“Well, let’s give them a jug of whisky 
and then hang them.” 

And that is what happened. After 
the three rustlers had communed with 
the jug a sufficient time they were 
taken out to the hill now Known as 
Hangman’s Hill and done away with. 
The job was done in such a crude 
fashion, too, that for a long time 
the people of Rapid City were known 
as “‘the stranglers.” 

Politics All-Year Sport.

Dispute Blocks Visit 
Of Duce to London 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

London, July i14—Premier Benito 
Mussolini is anxious to make a state 
visit to London, but has been deterred 
by the lack of an Italian embassy 
building dignified enough to house the 
successor to the Caesars. A few months 
ago the trip had almost been arranged, 
and he.decided to stay at Claridge’s 
Hotel, but the arrangement fell through 
when the Italians demanded a whole 
floor for the statesman’s apartments and 
the floors above and below held vacant 
in the Interests of safety. Claridge’s 
refused to turn over the whole hotel, 
even to Premier Mussolini, and the 
visit was canceled. He has now de- 
cided that if he comes to London, as 
he wishes, this autumn, he will live 
at his own embassy,. but that em- 
bassy must be one of the finest houses 
in London and must be wholly detached 
from other buildings. 

The Italian government has been 
negotiating for the purchase of Dor- 
chester House, Park Lane, occupied for 
years by the late Whitelaw Reid, the 
American Ambassador to London, but 
the price asked is said to be $1,500,000, 
which is just double its market value. 


Beatifying Pius X | 
Is Asked in Process 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Rome, July 14.—The beatification of 
Pope Pius X—the first step toward 
sainthood — was requested’ in the text 
of the process received today by the 
sacred congregation of rites from Man- 
tua Curia. The text, which fills 425 
pages, was most carefully prepared dur- 
ing the past three years. It records the 
testimony of 26 witnesses that Pope 
Pius performed miracles. 

The process was brought to Rome by 
Mgr. Diogni Balzo, fiscal prosecutor of 
Mantua Curia. 

The congregation of rites must now 
consider the testimony included in the 
process and render its decision, which, 
it is believed, will be favorable.

GATALYSTS ARE STUDIED: 
MAKE LARD SUBSTITUTE 


Chemists Hear of Agent That 
Changes Others Without 
Altering Itself. 


MUCH RESEARCH NEEDED 


State College, Pa.; July 14 (A.P.).— 
How catalysts as a part of an unsolved 
mystery of the world of science have 
made possible the annual production 


of millions of pounds of lard substi- 
tute was one of the disclosures today 
in the Institute of Chemistry of the 
American Chemical Society. Hard fats 
from oils was only one of the many 
examples cited when the chemical proc- 
ess known as catalysis drew attention 
from the audience. 

Catalysis was described by Dr. Hugh 
S. Taylor, of Princeton University, as 
something “which profoundly affects 
the rate of chemical reaction between 
other materials without being changed 
itself.” 

It was likened to promoters of base- 
ball teams and of prize fights who 
bring opponents together “so that they 
might get into action,” or to “chemical 
Parsons” marrying atoms of different 
substances to make a unit. 

Several explanations of this chemical 
mystery were offered. One of the the- 
Ories was that expressed by Dr. Eric 
K. Rideal, of Cambridge University, 
England, 

“Catalysis seems to be an electrical 
effect,” he said, “and it apparently in- 
volves the attraction of the catalytic 
Surface for the molecules of the react- 
ing materials.” 

Catalytic reactions were of s0 many 
different types that no general theory 
to fit all conditions was yet possible, 
he asserted. Establishment of a single 
university fitted to do all of the cata- 
lytic research work could’ supply knowl- 
edge which would save the irdustries 
and the nations millions of dollars, in 
the opinion of Dr. Taylor, who added 
that continued research was necessary, 
“for there is so much that is unknown 
about this work.” 


Duke Lays Stone 
At Masonic Rites 


London, July 14 (A.P.).—The founda- 
tion stone of the big new Masonic Tem- 
ple for London was laid by the Duke of 
Connaught this afternoon in the pres- 
ence of a great congregation of Free 
Masons, including a deputation from 
New York. The building will cost 
£1,000,000 ($5,000,000) and is intended 
to serve the dual purpose of providing a 
great central home for English Free 
Masonry and of perpetuating the 
memory of the Free Masons who fell in 
the war. 

The new building will be erected in 
Great Queens street, the site of the 
existing Free Mason’s hall, but owing 
to the necessity of accommodating 
10,000 Free Masons, the Duke of Con- 
naught performed the ceremony with 
impressive ritual in Albert Hall. The 
Duke of York was among the prominent 
Masons present. 


Capital Professor 
Is Received by Pope 


Rome, July 14 (A.P.).—Pope Pius 
gave a private audience to Prof. Pat- 
rick McCormick, of the Catholic Uni- 
versity, Washington, D. C. The Pope 
showed great interest in the develop- 
ment of that center of Catholic study, 
and inquired about the health of the 
rector, Mgr.

JOHN DREW'S ASHES 
ARE INTERRED SIMPLY 


Urn Placed in Grave of Wife 


at Philadelphia; Only 3 
of Family Present. 


Philadelphia, July 14 (A.P.).—In- 
terred with undramatic simplicity in 
the presence only of three relatives the 
ashes of John Drew, who died last week 
in San Francisco, rested tonight in the 
grave of his wife in Mount Vernon 
Cemetery here. 

Searing sunlight beat down on grassy 
plots of the burial ground as a black 
limousine came to halt within the gates 
and Mrs. Louise Devereaux, daughter of 
the great American actor; her husband, 
and Ethel Barrymore, niece of John 
Drew, emerged. 

Together they walked to the freshly 
dug opening that marked the grave of 
Mrs. Drew, and while the two women 
stood with heads bowed Mr, Devereaux 
handed a small urn to an attendant in 
the excavation.

SURPRISED BY PROGRESS 
MADE, HE DECLARES 


Maryland Is Among Spotty 
Places, Says; Virginia Nears 
Complete Prohibition. 


(Associated Press.) 


Absolute prohibition will be “a long, 
slow fight,” but the country eventually 
will be dried up, prohibition adminis- 
trators in conference here were told 
yesterday by Assistant Secretary Low- 
man, in charge of enforcement. 

Disclosing his view for the first time, 
Mr. Lowman said complete prohibition 
could not be expected for a number of 
years, by how many he would not esti- 
mate. He was confident that a steady 
improvement in conditions was in pros- 
pect because of the lessening of the 
supply of smuggled liquor, rapid 
diminution of private stocks, and the 
fact that most Nquor available for bev- 
erage purposes contained poison to 
some degree. 

“When I received the reports of the 
administrators I was happily surprised 
to learn of the progress that has been 
made,” he said. “With the exception 
of a few spotty districts, namely, New 
York, Maryland, New Jersey, Connecti- 
cut and Rhode Island, the situation 3s 
satisfactory. Smuggling through Flor- 
ida and other violations in that State 
have been cut down, with the possible 
exception of the section around Miami. 
The smuggling at Detroit has been cur- 
tailed, and we regard that area as being 
in fair shape. 


Virginia Typical State. 


“Absolute prohibtion is rapidly be- 
comingea fact in some communities, 
many of which are rural. In Virginia, 
for example, conditions are generally 
satisfactory. There are stills in the 
hills, of course, but on the whole that 
is a typical State in which prohibition 
is rapidly approaching the point where 
it will be complete.” 

Sane enforcement of the law “just as 
other laws of the United States are en- 
forced, in a businesslike, dignified man- 
ner,” he emphasized, “will be the key- 
note of the conduct of agents and ad- 
ministrators. 

“We have the coopergtion of most of 
the local authorities over the country 
and that creates a relationship tending 
to better enforcement. There will be 
no undercover business or tempting 
people to commit crime just for the 
purpose of catching them at it.” 


Demoralization in Organization. 


“Reorganization of the Prohibition 
Bureau on a civil service basis will be 
completed without danger of disorgani- 
zation or demoralization of enforce- 
ment. 

“Most of the present administrators 
probably will stay in the new organiza- 
tion. The majority of them already 
have qualified under civil service, I be- 
lieve, so that the change when the bu- 
reau goes uned rcivil service will be so 
far as they are concerned, a paper 
change.” 

None of the administrators who at- 
tended the conference indicated to Mr. 
Lowman that he intended to resign.

WILBUR AND WORK MAKE. 
DIL RESERVE AGREEMENT 


Navy Department Responsible 
for Past Leases, With the 
Exception of Three. 


BASED ON CONGRESS’ ACT 


Secretary of the Navy Wilbur and 
Secretary of the Interior Work have 
reached an understanding relative to 
administration of naval petroleum re- 
serves in California and Wyoming and 
leases of land in them, to be effective 
hereafter. 

The understanding is based on in- 
terpretation of an executive order and 
congressional act and makes the Navy 
Department responsible for adminis- 


tration of all leases heretofore made in 
the reserves excepting three of pro- 
ducing wells in reserve No. 2, which 
were granted pursuant to authority 
specifically imposed on the Secretary 
of the Interior. 

Approval of Congress for transfer of 
jurisdiction over these three to the 
Navy Department will be requested 
next session by the Interior Depart- 
ment, and by an agreement effective 
August 1, local control over the re- 
serves is vested in inspectors under the 
Navy Department. 

Local supervisors of the Geological 
Survey will continue to perform the 
same duties as heretofore, however, but 
will report to Navy inspectors regard- 
ing the leases instead of to the survey 
director. The Navy Department will 
consult the Geological Survey on tech- 
nical matters pertaining to the re- 
serves. 

The Navy Department also will de- 
termine the policy in regard to issuing 
any further leases on the reserves and 
announced that.its policy will be one 
of conservation, an endeavor to keep 
as much oil in the ground for as long 
a time as possible. 

With this in view, the department 
has closed in all of the 21 producing 
wells on land in reserve No. 1, the out- 
put of which heretofore has been at 
the rate of 1,500,000 barrels a year, and 
has made arrangements with neigh- 
boring operators whereby offsetting 
wells either have been shut down, or 
where the adjoining owner will pay the 
government 55 per cent of any in- 
crease in his production resulting from 
the shut down of the Navy wells. 


VARE-WILSON BALLOTS

Pennsylvania Senator to Ask 
Action by Congress and 


Committee. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Senator Reed (Republican), Pennsyl- 
vania, who led the successful Senate 
flilibuster against continuing the life 
of the campaign funds committee, an- 
nounced yesterday that he would ask 
the privileges ‘and elections committee 
to impound all of the ballots cast in 
the Vare-Wilson senatorial election in 
Pennsylvania last November.

SUCCESSFUL PRIMARY 
WOULD HELP CANDIDATE 


} Taggart Seeks to Avoid the 


State Vote to Keep 
Party Intact. 


Tammany must take its chances on 
what the Indiana delegation will do at 
the Democratic national convention, 
prominent Hoosier Democrats have told 
the Al Smith emissaries out in 
Wabashland. Disappointed at not being 
able to add the 30 Indiana votes to 
their list, and deprived by the logic 
of practical politics of the privilege even 
of entering the Indiana primary, the 
Tammany men have been forced to ac- 
cept Tom Taggart’s dictum. 

It may be that they will kick over 
the traces and precipitate a primary 
battle in Indiana in the hope of elect- 
ing a delegation pledged to Smith. 


Such a move, if successful, would go 
a long way toward reaching the goal 
of nominating Smith. But the wise 
heads in the Tammany organization, it 
is learned here, have turned thumbs 
down on the zeal of the enthusiasts, 
agreeing to let Taggart have his own 
sweet way, as he has for so many years. 

“Though just what good it does Tom 
in the long run, except to get a few 
conferences held at his hotel at French 
Lick, the Lord only. knows,” one exas- 
perated Tammany man remarked yes- 
terday. 

The real point, from Taggart’s view- 
point, is that he avoids tearing the 
Democratic party in his State wide 
open, as the Republican organization 
there generally is. He steadfastly has 
avoided presidential primaries. That is 
the logic behind the present movement 
for Evans Woolen for President. Tag- 
gart’s lieutenants have told the Tam- 
many men that they will have a peti- 
tion properly signed for Woolen waiting 
at the secretary of state’s office up 
until the last minute permitted by law 
for filing, 


Conditions Are Explained. 


If no petition is presented for 
Smith or McAdoo or any out-of-the- 
State candidate, the Woolen petition 
will not be presented. Then there will 
be no Democratic presidential primary 
in Indiana, and the delegation can be 
handpicked by the Taggart organiza- 
tion. It will go to the national conven- 
tion with Tom Taggart in the saddle, 
ready to make the best possible deal 
for swinging to the winner at the 
proper time. 

The fly in the ointment from the Al 
Smith standpoint is that in this trad- 
ing Tammany knows perfectly well the 
Taggart leaders will not favor the nom- 
ination of Al Smith. The Indiana Dem- 
ocratic leaders believe Smith’s nomi- 
nation would be unpopular in Indi- 
ana because of his wetness and be- 
cause he is a Catholic, Indiana having 
shown at the peak of the Ku Klux Klan 
movement how strong the anti-Cath- 
olic setniment is in the State. 

The Democratic leaders in Indiana 
are much more interested in electing 
State officers and perhaps a United 
States senator than they are in the 
presidential battle. Their chief inter- 
est in the Democratic presidential 
nominee is to have some one named 
who will run strongly in Indiana, re- 
gardless of how he may run in other 
States, because that would help them 
with their local ticket.

Sanders Creates Distress. 


Incidentally, Everett Sanders, secre- 
tary to President Coolidge, has dis- 
tressed the Indiana Democrats by let- 
ting it be known, unofficially, but 
most authoritatively, that he would 
not be a candidate for senator, as has 
been reported. The Democrats had been

fight did in 1922. At that time after 
the bitter Republican primary had re- 
sulted in the nomination of Beveridge 
over New, former Gov. Ralston, Demo- 
crat, won the election by a handsome 
majority. 

There still is hope on the part of the 
Democrats for a bitter wrangle over the 
senatorial nomination in the Republi- 
can party, for the Stephenson mess 
would seem to promise nothing but 
trouble for the G. O. P. organization. 
However, with Postmaster General New 
despite his Cabinet post, really a cipher 
in Indiana politics, and with the Wat- 
son machine bent and twisted but still 
functioning, it is entirely possible that 
Senator Robinson may be renominated 
without a serious fight in his own 
party.

party, beginning in 1910 when there 
was sO much resentment at the Payne-

They had a Democratic governor 
who became Vice President in Tom 
Marshall. They had two Democratic 
senators in Kern and Shively. Then 
with the healing of the wounds in the 
Republican party, New and Watson, 
both Republicags, came to the Senate. 
Another Republican cleavage in 1922 
sent Ralston to the Senate and made 
him the favorite sqn candidate of 
Indiana at Madison Square Garden. 

As a matter of fact, Taggart nearly 
won the presidential nomination for 
Ralston at that convention, but Rals- 
ton was unwilling: to make some prom- 
ises and that prize—if it could be 
called a prize—slipped away. With 
Ralston’s death the Republicans re- 
gained complete domination in the 
State, which even the Klan Stephen- 
son affair in 1926 was not sufficient 
to break, though it reduced the Re- 
publican majorities way below the safe- 
ty mark. 

All of which explains why the Demo- 
crats are saddened at Sanders’ unwill- 
ingness to do battle. They had hoped 
that his candidacy would be construed 
as lining up Coolidge as well as New 
against the existing Watson machine, 
which is counted on to back Robinson.

Attempt to Force a Pardon 
for Stephenson Will Fail, 
Executive Asserts. 


$2,500 PAID BY DRAGON 
FOR A HORSE, HE REPLIES 


Check Was Not Given for His 
Campaign Expenses, It 
ls Declared. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 14 (A.P.).— 
Acting on orders from D. C. Stephen- 
son, life prisoner at State prison, Lloyd 
O. Hill, his Indianapolis attorney, to- 
day departed on a secret mission which, 


according to a member of the Marion 
County prosecutor’s office, may bring 
renewed activity in the investigation 
of political corruption that has been 
proceeding for several weeks. 

Hill conferred with Prosecutor Will- 
iam H. Remy before leaving Indianapo- 
lis by automobile. Remy had Just re- 
turned from a conference with Stephen- 
son, bearing two orders for the pro- 
duction of some alleged original evi- 
dence which the former grand dragon 
of the Ku Klux Klan has asserted will 
prove that high city, county and State 
officials engaged in corrupt politics 
with him. Hill recently said he was 
the custodian of such documents. 

Stephenson’s attorney said he would 
visit his client in Michigan City prison 
Friday or Saturday, but not before he 
had visited at least one other city. 
He added that he would confer with

return to Indianapolis. 
Governor Is Indignant. 


Gov. Ed Jackson, who has been 
charged by Stephenson with having ac- 
cepted money from him during the 
campaign of 1924, issued a statement 
declaring he “never will be blackmailed 
into granting him (Stephenson) a par- 
don.” In explanation of a check he re- 
ceived from the former klan leader in 
1923 for $2,500, the governor said it 
was in payment for a valuable saddle 
horse. He denied ever having received 
any money from Stephenson for cam- 
paign purposes.

BIRGER Tr READY 
FOR THE EVIDENCE 
IN MAYOR'S KILLING 


State’s Case Outlined Against 
Gangster; Defense Delays 
Its Statement. 


BANKER WAS FIRED ON, 
NEWMAN NOW ASSERTS 


Man on Trial Linked in His 
“Confession” With Firing 
Through Window. 


Benton, Ill., July 14 (A.P.).—Outlin- 
ing the State’s case against Charles 
Birger, Art Newman and Ray Hyland, 
on trial for the murder of Mayor Joe 
Adams of West City, State’s Attorney 
Roy C. Martin declared today he would 
prove that Birger repeatedly threatened 
Adams and hired the killers. 

In his opening statement, State’s At- 
torney Martin faced a jury composed 
chiefly of miners and farmers, who sat 
in their shirt sleeves. The jury was 
completed shortly before noon after 
four and a half days of monotonous 
questioning. 

The State's attorney said that Adams, 
although not a memper of either the 
Birger or rival Shelton gang, incurred 
the enmity of Birger and the other de- 
fendants. The State, he said, would 
show that Birger repeatedly said that 


“the Franklin County law is not big 
enough to stop me from killing Adams.” 


Threats Over Telephone. 


Evidence would show, Martin said, 
that Birger threatened Adams both over 
the telephone and in person, while 
prandishing a machine gun before him, 
and had told Mrs. Adams “that hus- 
band of yours better get more insur- 
ance, because we are going to kill him.” 

The State’s attorney said the murder 
plot had its inception at Shady Rest, 
the gang chieftain’s roadhouse between 
Marion and Harrisburg. He said the 
killing was planned by Birger, Newman, 
Connie Ritter, a missing gangster, and 
the Thomasson brothers, Harry and 
Elmo, who were the actual slayers. Hy- 
land, he said, drove the automobile 
which carried the killers. 

The prosecutor related the State’s 
version of how the Thomasson brothers 
and Hyland drove to West City on the 
day of the murder, last December 12. 
and how Newman and Ritter drove in 
another car to a roadhouse at Dowell, 
where they were to meet the other car 
after the killing. 


Called to Door and Shot. 


Reaching his climax, Martin described 
how the Thomasson brothers left their 
automobile, called Mayor Adams to his 
door on pretext of giving him a note, 
shot him three times and fled in the 
car. 

Turning to what in gangster parlance 
was the “‘pay-off,”. Martin declared that 
Birger, upon return of the slayers to 
his roadhouse, ordered Ritter to pay 
the Thomasson boys $150, or 850 for 
each shot. 


Testimony is to Start Tomorrow. 


Another confession by Newman was 
told of here today.. Newman accused 
Birger of having a part in the attempt- 
ed assassination of Robert Ward, presi- 
dent of the Benton State Bank. New- 
man said theyattempted assassination 
was the work of a man named “Doc,” 
who, he said, used a pistol belonging 
to Birger. “Doc,” the gangster said, 
was angry at Ward for having fore- 
closed a mortgage on his farm and 
fired three shots at the banker through 
the open window of his home here. 

Birger, upon being informed of New- 
man’s story, sneered and _ retorted: 
“He'll be accusing me next of shooting 
President McKinley.” 

Upon questioning at his home here, 
Ward corroborated the story of how he 
was sitting in his rome when three 
bullets were fired. One narrowly 
missed his cheek, he said.

him an injustice by keeping him locked 
up. He has been instructed, however, 
not to leave Bolling Field unless ac- 
companied by the officer who took the 
responsibility for his whereabouts. 

The crime was committed about mid- 
night Wednesday, near the District as- 
phalt plant at Florida avenue and Third 
street northeast, in an unsettled dis- 
trict near the New York avenue bridge 
which spans the railroad tracks. 


According to Edgar Vincent, elderly 
night watchman at the asphalt works, 
Smith and Mrs. Garvin went to the 
oifice of the plant on the night of the 
murder and asked to use the telephone. 
Both had been drinking heavily, po- 
lice say. Shortly afterward they were 
joined by Mrs. Garvin’s son, who ap- 
peared carrying a blanket. The trio 
left the office and went in the direc- 
tion from which J. E. Ball, a railroad 
employe in the yards close by, says he 
heard a woman’s screams some time 
later. 

He notified police of the Ninth pre- 
cinct, who found the man lying in a 
clump of bushes, his skull crushed and 
breathing his last. Mrs. Garvin, close 
by, was found to be suffering from 
cuts on her abdomen inflicted by a 
knife or razor, according to hospital 
authorities who treated her. She will 
recover, A heavy tamper, such as is 
used in street construction, was found 
near the scene of the killing. 

Mrs. Garvin told police that she took 
Smith to the place in an effort to 
“sober him up” before taking him 
home. She says they both fell asleep, 
and when she awoke a huge negro was 
standing over her. Smith, lying on the 
ground nearby, muttered: “Don’t do 
that! Don’t do that!” as the man 
struck her on the head, knocking her 
unconscious, she said, She awoke after 
midnight, when her screams brought 
the police. 

Her story is being investigated by the 
detectives engaged on the case. They 
are Detectives Waldron, Sweeney, Fow- 
ler and Darnell, 

Coroner J. Ramsey Nevitt announced 
that an inquest will be held to deter- 
mine the causes of the death of Smith 
either Monday or Tuesday. 


Thieves Break Into. Store. 


Unsuccessful in an attempt to break 
into and rob the sporting goods estab- 
lishment of Herman Needle, 523. Ninth 
street northwest, robbers left the rear 
of the store strewn with evidence of 
their revenge. Needle found the glass 
of the store rear door smashed when 
he opened the establishment for busi- 
ness. About the floor of the rear room 
were approximately 100 minnows, which 
the intruders had thrown, about the 
floor when their entrance was frus- 
trated. Needle valued the bait at 810.

PLEAS FOR AID MADE 
IN CHINESE FLOODS 


More Than 1,000 Dead; Tens 
of Thousands Homeless, 
Shanghai Hears. 


Shanghai, July 14 (A.P.).—Urgent ap- 
peals for aid were received in Shanghal! 
today from the southern part of Anhwei 
province, the scene of a great flood 
disaster on July 6, which caused the 
death of more than 1,000 persons. It 
was only yesterday that the first news 
of the overflowing of the lower reaches 
of the Yangtze River was received in 
Shanghai, and the reports were still 
meager today. Enough has been learned, 
however, to indicate that tens of thous- 
ands of persons are homeless and desti- 
tute and that vast damage to property 
has beén done. 


Floods have vied with earthquakes in 
taking a large toll of life in China 
through the years, hardly a season pass- 
ing without a -catastophe due to the 
overflowing of rivers, particularly the 
Yangtze and Hwang-ho, or Yellow, 
rivers, Midsummer is the danger sea- 
son. 

Last year 100 persons were drowned 
and $4,000,000 damage done by floods in 
the Canton district, while 3,000 persons 
were drowned in Hupeh province when 
the Yangtze dikes gave way. In 1925 
nearly 4,000 Chinese lost their lives 
when 900 villages were submerged. This 
disastrous flood covered a large part of 
nine provinces, destroying crops and 
threatening 10,000,000 persons with 
famine. The year 1925 alone saw one 
of the worst typhoons ever experienced 
in Oriental waters, nearly 2,000 persons 
losing their lives on the Chinese coast 
near Hongkong. 


New Wishes Bertaud 
Luck on Rome Flight 


New York, July 14 (A.P.).—The best 
wishes of the Postoffice Department 
for the success of their proposed flight 
to Rome and return in the Fokker 
monoplane Old Glory were received to- 
day by Lloyd Bertaud and James D. 
Hill, air mail pilots, from Postmaster 
General Harry S. New. 

“Be assured of my best wishes and 
those of the Postoffice Department, 
with which you both have been so 
long and honorably connected,” New’s 
message read. “May your first stop be 
Rome and may your flight be the great 
success for which we all hope.” 

The fliers applied for their passports 
today, specifying that they planned to 
go to Rome “via the airship Old Glory.”

Jurors Chosen for New Ste- 
phens, Ga., Trial Before 
Former Gets Verdict. 


DEADLOCK IS FORESEEN 


Toccoa, Ga., July 14 (A.P.).—While 
a jury continued to deliberate on a ver- 
dict in the case of Elmer Clark, 
charged with being a°*member of a band 
of robed and hooded men who severely 
whipped Mrs. Ansley Bowers, seven 
jurors had been selected tonight to sit 
in the trial of another flogging case, 
the third to be called in Stephens 
County Superior Court here in two 
weeks. 

More than 24 hours after it had re- 


ceived the case of Clark, a railroad 
employe accused of assault with intent 
to murder Mrs. Bowers, the jury to- 
night had been unable to agree on a 
verdict, and the belief\..was expressed 
among court attaches that it was hope- 
lessly deadlocked. 

Without waiting for it to report, 
however, the State today proceeded 
with the case against five men charged 
with administering a lashing to Bar- 
tow Singleton, a farmer residing near 
here, It went to trial after the defend- 
ants, W. G. Acree, former principal of 
the local high school; Bartow Lowry, 
Mose Jordan, J. 8.

CAUTION BY JEWS 
URGED IN FORD CASE 


Louis Marshall Urges Them 
Not to Go to Extremes 
in Their Thanks. 


New York, July 14 (A.P.).—Loulis 
Marshall, in a statement in the New 
York Sun today, warned Jews not to go 
to extremes in thanking and congratu- 
lating Henry Ford for his apology for 
the Dearborn Independent attacks upon 
Jewry. Mr. Marshall, as president of 
the American Jewish committee, took 
a prominent part in the negotiations 
which led up to Mr. Ford’s recantation. 

“T can not understand why some of 
our brethren go from one extreme to 
the other,” he said. “Only last week 
Henry Ford was regarded as a Hamen 
and now they are almost willing to 
declare him a Mordecai.” 

Mr. Marshall said he was not inter- 
ested in Mr. Ford’s motives. 

“Whatever his motives were or could 
have been—business, politics, sincere 
recantation or what not—he publicly 
recanted, and that’s all,” he = said. 
“Ford has done much damage to Jewry. 
His recantation will in a measure right 
the wrong, and we can be satisfied with 
that.”

District Is Held Neglected in 
Appointment of Public 
- Utilities. 


PARK IS FIRST OBJECTIVE 


Representatives of citizens organi- 
zations in Capitol Heights, Greater 
Capitol Heights, Seat Pleasant and 
Maryland Park last night formally or- 
ganized the Citizens Federation of the 
Eighteenth Election District of Prince 
Georges County at a mass meeting in 
the Prince Georges Theater, Capitol 
Heights. 

Declaring the district has been neg- 
lected in apportionment of public utili- 


ties and in general recognition, speak- 
ers at the meeting said the federation 
will cooperate with authoritites in pro- 
motion of the welfare of the com- 
munity.

The delegation, headed by Mayor 
Thomas L. Luckett, of Capitol Heights, 
will ask that Maryland give 5 acres of 
park land, urging the Maryland com- 
mission use its good offices with the 
National Capital Park and Planning

15.acres of adjacent park land in the 
District. The petition will be present- 
ed at a meeting of the commission at 
8 o’clock Tuesday night in the Evans 
building.

VETERANS’ LOANS IN DEFAULT. 

As was anticipated in banking circles, most 
of the veterans who obtained loans upon their 


i realization that if the certificate had not been 
negotiated it would increase in value. 

Bankers holding defaulted notes now must 
make collection through the Veterais’ Bureau. 
The process is costly, so much so that it can 
not justify the bank’s acceptance of the risk. 
Since the loans were granted only as a favor 
to the veteran and the Government, it is a 
pity that bankers are now put to the trouble 
and expense of making the involved collection. 
In the meantime, veterans who still hold their 
certificates may count themselves as fortunate 
and wise. They hold an investment, increasing 
in value daily, upon which eventually they will 
be able to collect the full amount the Govern- 
ment intended to grant. 


CENSORSHIP OF THE RADIO, 


Many predictions were made with the ad- 
vent of broadcasting on a large scale that 
the transmission of news and views over the 
air would supplant the accustomed journalistic 
methods, This gloomy picture took such a 
hold that many newspapers and news agencies 
refused to cooperate with broadcasting com- 
panies. Publishers feared the day when sub- 
scribers might turn their dials and get every- 
thing that a daily paper could offer them. 
This period of nervousness did not last long. 
It was soon demonstrated that the radio. was 
meant for the entertainment field, and could 
not compete as a purveyor of news. 

It remains, in fact, for the newspapers to 
furnish not only what the radio can not pro- 
yide, but to demonstrate just where it is that 
the broadcasting agencies fail. Newspaper 
readers every few days find in the columns of 
their favorite journals the views of persons to 
whom the rights of the air have_been denied. 
The press of the United States clings to the 
theory of freedom of speech, whereas the 
broadcasting agencies have chosen to inaugu- 
rate certain forms of censorship which seem 
only to increase their difficulties. 

Most recent example of the closed voice of 
the radio comey from New York, where the 
air was denied a member of the Isaak Walton 
League who wished to defend the practice 
of fishing for trout with worms. Objection 
was made to the political nature of hig re- 
marks, because the piscatorial fancies of the 
President of the United States were involved. 
Here, it might have seemed, was a harmless 
subject inclined to interest a radio audience 
ona hot night. The sensitive censors of the 
radio felt otherwise. The public will be 
forced to depend on the newspapers as usual 


for enlightenment on such controversial sub- 
jects. 


“FIND THE CROOKS.”

ELECTRIC FERTILIZATION. 


Scientists disagree on the question of the 
value of electricity in stimulating plant growth. 
Thus far the experiments made by the De- 
partment of Agriculture have failed to show 
results worth while. But a large landowner 


in New York State is attempting to prove to’ 


his own satisfaction the truth or falsity of 


the theory. He is Donald Woodward, a finan- 
cier, and one of the leading citizens of Genesee 
County. Mr. Woodward has set apart from 
his farm fifteen acres divided into two equal 
tracts. On one of these his manager has ex- 
pended about $1,000 in the purchase of the 
most approved kinds of fertilizers, in the 
preparation of the land, and in the planting 
of corn, beans and potatoes. Throughout the 
growing season he will treat the tract to the 
most intensive cultivation and will endeavor 
to minimize the damage done by insect pests 
through constant spraying. With the con- 
sent of the owner the manager will spare no 
expense in his effort to produce the most 
abundant crops of eorn, beans and potatoes 
ever harvested in the county or the State. 

The other tract has been turned over to H. L. 
Roe, inventor of an electric plow, or cultivator, 
who has stipulated to produce two ears of 
corn to the manager’s one, and this without 
the use of either fertilizer or spraying com- 
pounds. 

The manager had all*his crops id by the 
first week in June, but Roe devoted the three 
weeks to “shooting electric current into the 
soil” with his peculiar invention. Although he 
did not do his planting until long after his 
rival had completed that portion of his work, 
it is noted that while 16 days were required 
for the manager’s corn and beans to show 
above the surface those crops planted in the 
electrically treated land were up in 5 days. 
Potatoes planted by the manager remained 
hidden for 21 days, whereas the “spuds” on 
the Roe tract sent forth their tiny shoots in 
just 9 days. 

Roe claims that he has a sure thing, be- 
cause he has tested his theories in Pennsyl- 
vania, where he has harvested 60 bushels of 
wheat from an acre, fertilized only through 
the medium of electricity, and has also har- 
vested 623 bushels of potatoes from an acre 
and a half of land similarly treated, besides 
70 bushels of buckwheat to the acre. 


NEW YORK THEATER GRAFT. 


Pians for New York’s consolidated theater 
ticket office, created to combat the evils of 
ticket scalping, proceed apace. A novel fea- 
ture of the plan is that coupons will be sold 


rather than tickets to the theaters. An in- 


dividual who desires to buy his seats in ad- 
| vance of the performance obtains at 10 per 


cent above box-office prices a small numbered 
coupon which indicates neither the theater to 
which he will go nor the location of the 
seats he has purchased. For this reason it will 
be hard for the purchaser to sell his seats to 
a scalper, and it will be even harder for th 
scalper to get fancy prices for coupons bearing 
only cryptic numbers. 

New York’s theater ticket situation is ‘a 
scandalous imposition upon the public. It has 
been impossible for many years to secure satis- 
factory seats at box offices, the best locations 
having been bought up by scalpers for resale at 
extortionate prices. <A recent investigation re- 
vealed graft and other questionable practices 
involving the theaters themselves. 

The consolidated ticket office represents the 
producers’ attempt to clean house. If all co- 
operate it is bound to be a success. The theater- 
goer is not able to visit all the box offices in 
a theatrical district in his search for tickets, 
and the central office is his only hope. If he 
can secure good seats therein, at a reasonable 
advanced price, he will be, perfectly satisfied. 
It remains to be proved, however, that the 
public is to be protected. 


A FOG-PIERCING LIGHT.

the fog that covered Le Bourget Field, the 
prediction was made that interest in fog-pierc- 
ing apparatus would be increased considerably, 
and that ultimately man would perfect a de- 
vice ta,enable aviators to land their ships in 
no matter what sort of weather. Some pre- 
dicted that a means would be found to guide 
the plane to its destination and a safe landing 
by directional radio waves. Others foresaw 
a system to clear away the fogs themselves 
with electrically charged sand. Now, how- 
ever, a 26-year-old New York inventor has 
brought forth a fog-piercing beacon, the pre- 
liminary tests of which show it to be ex- 
tremely practical. 

The new light is the result of six years’ ex- 
periments by Raymond R. Machlett, whose 
father was the first manufacturer of X-ray 
tubes in America. It is known as the rain- 
bow light, being formed through a tube of 
ragefied neon gas agitated by electricity. The 
light itself, deep red in color, throws out long 
range visible rays, its power all coming 
through radiation. For this reason it is known 
as cold light. In clear weather it can be seen 
for a distance of 50 miles. Actual demonstra- 
tion has proved a visibility of 20 miles through 
dense fog. 

Tests at Hadléy Field, N. J., and Mitchel 
and Curtis Fields, N. Y., have been highly 
satisfactory. Final War Department tests will 
be given shortly at McCook Field, in Dayton. 
If the light stands up under these tests, it 
probably will be adopted not only by the Army 
and Navy, but also. by the Department of 
Commerce for use in marking civilian landing 
fields, and even for lighthouse service. Fog 
has been an unconquerable hazard for shipping 
and air transport long enough, in’the opinion 
of science, and now apparently it has de- 
veloped a means to circumvent it.

Motion Filed to Dismiss $50,- 
000 Libel Suit by Shipping 
Board Employe. 


The $50,000 libel suit filed by Howard 
T. Cole, a Shipping Board engineer, 
against the Rev. Dr. Jason Noble Pierce, 
pastor of the First Congregational 
Church, wiil not be tried in court. 
Attorneys for Cole yesterday filed a 
motion in the District Supreme Court 
asking that the suit be “uncondition- 
ally dismissed.” 

Dr. Pierce, who is President Coolidge’s 
pastor, attained his objective, which 
was to get Cole out of Washington, 
according to the minister’s attorney, 
Frank Hogan. Cole has been trans- 
ferred to the Boston office of the 
Shipping Board. 

In the beginning Dr. Pierce wrote 
letters to the officers of the Shipping 
Board, accusing Cole of acts involving 
moral turpitude. Cole retaliated by 
suing Dr. Pierce for $50,000, alleging 
that the minister had libeled him. 


Charges Barred Transfer. 


The out-of-court settlement of the 


| case was reached after Dr. Pierce had 


agreed to withdraw his charges against 
Cole at the Shipping Board. So long 
as these charges remained, it was ex- 
plained, Cole could not be transferred. 
Although he withdrew the charges, Dr. 
Pierce refused to accede to the request 
of Cole’s attorneys and admit he had 
made a “mistake.” 

The clergyman, having no desire to 
deprive Cole of a means of earning a 
living,. listened to a plea by Cole’s 
friends to withdraw the charges so that 
the Shipping Board authorities could 
act upon Cole’s plea for a transfer, ac- 
cording to Hogan. 

Dr. Pierce is somewhere in Europe. 
His plea or answer to the $50,000 libel 
suit had been prepared by Mr. Hogan 
and was ready for filing when, accord- 
ing to Hogan’s statement, “a committee 
of Cole’s friends called upon Dr, Pierce 
and represented to him that Mr. Cole 
was seeking a transfer from Washing- 
ton to a position with the Shipping 
Board elsewhere; that the pendency of 
Pierce oper- 
that if Dr.

British Intimation Is Disputed; London Had the 10,000- 
Ton Craft First, It Is Pointed Out; Issue of 
Relative Than Actual Defense is Upheld.

The Geneva tripartite naval confer- 
ence has now reached a- stage where 
either Great Britain or the United 
States must surrender fundametal con- 
tentions, and no genuine compromise is 
possible. This was made clear to offi- 
cilals here yesterday following the 
plenary session of the conference. There 
is no sign of any weakening on the part 
of the American delegation. 

Speeches by W. C. Bridgeman, first 
lord of the British admiralty, and 
Admiral Jellicoe; both representing 
Great Britain, and the reply of Hugh 
S. Gibson, head of the American dele- 
gation, are regarded here as unmistak- 
ably irreconcilable, unless ore side or 
the other gives way. There might be, 
it is explained, an “apparent comprom- 
ise’ if the American delegation or the 
British delegation made the necessary 
sacrifice of fundamentals. But as this 
would be making national defense 
secondary to a desire for agreement, and 
as the full import of the surrender 
could not long be conceafed the likeli- 
hood of reaching accord on a genuine 
basis is minimized. 

The amicable phrases of the Geneva 
spokesmen and the spirit of hope which 
they obviously sought to stress have 
not increased optimism in official 
quarters here. Indeed, there is already 
comment about the prospect @f Mr. 
Bridgeman’s leaving Geneva for London 
and discussion of a British suggestion 
that the whole matter of naval limita- 
tions be postponed until 1931. 


No Merit Seen in Plan. 


Secretary of State Kellogg is under- 
stood to see no merit whatever in the 
suggestion to postpone the delibera- 
tions. If Great Britain and America 
can not agree, there is no reason to 
make the people of either country be- 
lieve that they have merely postponed 
until 1931 the tasks set out for them 
at the present time. In other words, 
there will be no particular advantage 
in “sugar-coating” an announcement 
of failure to agree if such a contingency 
arises. 

Mr. Bridgeman’s statement that the 
two powers might reach agreement re- 
specting other types of vessels even if 
agreement can not be reached on cruis- 
ers has made a distinctly unfavorable 
impression on Secretary Kellogg and 
Officials here. 

Why agree on limiting types of ves- 
sel of which the United States has more 
than Great Britain and dispense with 
agreement to limit types of which Great 
Britain has more than the United 
States? This is the question immedi- 
ately emphasized here, in connection 
with Mr. Bridgeman’s suggestion. 


On 10,000-Ton Cruisers. 


America has changed its position re- 
specting 10,000-ton cruisers is charac- 
terized here as incorrect. Mr. Gibson, 
in his address to the plenary session, 
sets forth America’s rejoinder in the 
following words: 

“In this connection it has been stated 
that the 10,000-ton cruiser was forced 
upon a reluctant world by American in- 
Sistence.

America has no single 10,000-ton 
cruiser built, is bullding two and six 
are authorized.

One striking difference in fundamen- 
tal conceptions comes from the fact 
that America wants limitation of arma- 
ments regarded as a relative proposi- 
tion, while the British insist upon abso- 
lute rather than relative national needs. 

Mr. Gibson stresses this difference in 
the following words: 

“It may be timely for me to take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to state 
certain fundamental bases of the 
American position. It is our belief that 
naval needs are relative. This has al- 
ready been recognized in drawing” up 
the Washington Treaty and the sound- 
ness of this theory has been proven in 
practice. 


Challenges British Claim. 


“Thus we feel that limitation by one 
power makes possible limitation by 
other powers. On the other hand, a 
program of building by one power may 
well call for a corresponding building 
program by others, while a friendly 
agreement among the principal naval 
powers enables them to effect a serious 
limitation and even reduction without 
in any sense imperilling their security. 
It is difficult for us to accept the idea 
of absolute naval needs. We feel that 
the conception of relative naval needs 
alone makes international agreement 
for limitation of navies possible. If we 
assume that naval needs are absolute, 
each country must be the sole judge of 
its naval needs which can not then be 
subject to reduction by agreement with 
other powers.’ 

Great Britain’s contention that she 
needs great cruiser tonnage in order to 
protect her far-flung trade routes is 
challenged by Mr. Gibson, as follows: 

I confess, however, that the Ameri- 
can delegation entertains very serious 
misgivings in regard to the effort to 
prepare in time of peace for all pos- 
sible contingencies of this character in 
time of war. It seems clear to us that 
this same duty of hunting down com- 
merce raiders may fall upon any one 
of our navies in time of war, but that 
if in time of peace we are building up 
forces to perform this duty, it effective-

BALANCES IN JUNE 


Figures for Imports and Ex- 
ports, $359,000,000 
for Both. 


(Associated Press.) 


Foreign trade of the United States for 
June, as estimated yesterday by the 
Commerce Department, showed an ex- 
act balance between exports and im- 
ports, the figure beig #359,000,000 for 
both the outgoing and incoming com- 
merce. 

The import total was slightly greater 
in June than during the average of pre- 
ceding months of the year, but the ex- 
ports fell off from preceding months, 
though they were greater than the 
$338,033,000 figure for exports of June, 
1926. For the first half of 1927 the 
United States has gained in gold $131,- 
500,000 as a result of imports amount- 
ing to $161,372,000 and exports of $29,- 
872,000. 

For the six months of 1927 the mer- 
chandise exports of the United States 
have been $2,368,734,000 and total im- 
ports have been $2,127,976,000, leaving 
a net balance of trade in favor of the 
United States of $240,758,000. Silver ex- 
ports for June amounted to $5,444,000 
and imports were $4,790,000.

3,000 Injured in Palistinian 
and Transjordanian Area 
Recently Stricken. 


DESTRUCTION IS GREAT; 
PLEA FOR FUNDS ISSUED 


Racial, Religious and Political 
Differences Forgotten in 
Common Distress. 


Jerusalem, July 14 (Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency)—Latest estimates of 
the earthquake casualties place the 
number killed in Palestinian and Trans- 
jordanian cities and villages at 670 and 
the injured at 3,000. The property 
damage was estimated today to be $2,- 
000,000. 

Reports which are being received here 


| hourly from various sections of the 


country add to the number of casual- 
ties and the amount of damage to 
property. The Arab cemeteries are full 
of mourners. 

A terrible picture of destruction is 
to be seen at Nablus, the biblical city 
of Shechem, seat of the ancient Sa- 
maritan sect and home of a large Arab 
population. With the exception of two 
streets, the entire city lies in ruins. 
Rescue parties are at work extricat- 
ing the-bodies of victims from among 
the ruins in Nablus and neighboring 
villages. Many of the injured are dy- 
Ing. Rescue work is also being carried 
on in Ramieh... The fact that no casu- 
alties have been reported among the 
Jewish population is considered by the 
orthodox Jews as a miracle. The rabbis 


of Jerusalem have issued a proclamation 


calling upon their people to assemble 
in the synagogues to offer thanksgiv- 
ing for their deliverance and to pray 
that the disaster will not recur. The 
losses suffered by the Jews are mainly 
damages to property. 


Funds to Be Asked. 


A delegation representing the Jewish 
population of Palestine will proceed to 
Basle, Switzerland, to appear before the 
Zionist congress there on August 30 to 


ask for funds to repair the damages 
wrought by the earthquake. 

Work in the damaged areaz of Nablus 
has been suspended until engineers are 
put in charge. Photographs of the 
earthquake region show curious results 
from the movements of the earth sur- 
face. The river Jordan now is easily 
fordable where before it was quite im- 
passable, and this fact, together with 
the collapse of buildings in Jericho, 
suggests a parallel to Joshua’s exploit. 
Expert geologists are investigating this 
phenomenon. 

Those who have seen Aman report 
that 500 houses were destroyed there 
and that the populace have fied to the 
mountains. 


Edifices Are Examined. 


Experts have examined the historic 
buildings and have ascertained that the 
important edifices in Jerusalem and the 
provinces need repairs, especially the 
minaret of the Haram-Es-Sherif and 


the Chapel of the Ascension on the 
Mount of Olives, which have been bad- 
ly damaged. The upper part of the 
minaret has been broken off. 

Talpioth, the new Jewish suburb of 
Jerusalem, suffered greatly. Many 
houses were cracked. The same condi- 
tion prevails in the Beth Israel quarter, 
where the Bagdad synagogue collapsed. 

Although the earthquake in Jaffa and 
Tel Avia was generally of a slight na- 
ture, old houses in Jaffa were cracked. 

Racial, religious and political differ- 
ences, which usually divide the popu- 
lation of Palestine, are for the present 
forgotten, as the extent of the loss of 
life and property is being ascertained. 
The common spirit of humanity in the 
face of disaster is inspiring speedy 
measures of relief in which Jew and 
Arab, Moslem and Christian, are joining 
hands. 


No American Casualties, 


New York, July 14 (A.P.)—No Ameri- 
cams have been reported among cas- 
ualties in the Palestine earthquake, 
says a cablegram received by the Near 
East Relief today, from its director in 


Jerusalem, Edward M. Blatchford, of 
Chicago. None of the Near East or- 
phanage buildings in Jerusalem, Naz- 
areth and Bethlehem was harmed. 

Mr. Blatchford has gone to Nablus, 
ancient capital of Samaria, 30 miles 
north of Jerusalem, as head of a civil- 
lan relief committee for that city. 

American tourists who are assisting 
him include R. M. Davidson, of Ash- 
land, Ky., and J. E, Vandagriff, of 
Fresno, Calif. 


20 Dry Raiders Admit 
Membership in Klan 


Richmond, Va., July 14 (A.P.).—Ad- 
mission has been drawn from nineteen 
of the twenty codefendants in the $10,- 
000 damage suit of Eugene Boyce 
against Thomas M. Arnest, State pro- 
hibition officer, that they are members 
of the Ku Klux Klan and that a num- 
ber were wearing robes when they 
raided the Boyce home last October, the 
News Leader correspondent at Montrose, 
where the suit is being heard, reported 
today. The men testified they were not 
masked, the correspondent said. 

Arnest and James Beatley, the latter 
a codefendant, denied membership in 
the Klan, the paper says. 

The News Leader, in a special story 
from its Warsaw correspondent, says 
today that the suit will probably reach 
the jury tomorrow.

POISON WINE USED 
IN DOUBLE SUICIDE 


Married Woman and Suitor 
Found Dead in Cottage 


Near Kenosha, Wis. 


Kenosha, Wis., July 14 (A.P.).—Dead 
from the quick-acting poison which had 
been mixed with a jug of wine, the 


bodies of a man and woman were found 
in separate rooms of a Silver Lake cot- 
tage late yesterday. 

One theory is that Mrs. Hazel Van 
Tatten, 41, wife of a Kenosha automo- 
bile worker, and Joseph Conforte, 38, 
unmarried, pledged a troth to death to- 
gether in the poisoned wine as a tragic 
sequel to a clandestine love affair which 
relatives of the woman said had been 
going on nearly a year. 

A note, written in Italian and signed 
by Conforte, said that Mrs. Van Tatten 
and he preferred death rather than life 
apart. 

Joseph Van Tatten, the husband, was 
bitter against Conforte when he claimed 
his wife’s body late last night.

EW YORK, July 14 (A.P.).—Jack 
N Sharkey continued today in 

training for his fight with Jack 
Dempsey, July 21, to emphasize the 
play of his left. 

Stressing his port-side jabs and 
hooks, Sharkey made defensive work a 
secondary factor. Taking all his ring 
mates were willing to offer, the sailor 
often dropped his hands to his sides. 
Only at intervals did he bring through 
straight punches with the right mark 
the persistent pecking left. 

Even in Sharkey’s own training 
quarters speculation was heard today 
as to the effect on his public rating 
of the Paulino victory last night over 
Harry Wills, who was one of Sailor 
Jack’s proudest conquests. 


Outside, a seeming “feather in 
the wind” was seen in the an- 
nouncement of one betting com- 
missioner that a wager of $10,000 
was offered by Dempsey adherents 
at 7 to 5. Prevailing odds have 
made Sharkey favorite at 6 to 5. 


The slow,colorless workout today may 
bave added to the effect of the Wills 
upset. Loyal camp followers of Shar- 
key, however, reminded the croakers 
that the day was a scorcher and as- 
serted Sharkey was right in saving 
energy 

Occasionally his blows carried dyna- 
mite, but many of them missed the 
mark. The “batting average” of hits 
was away below .300 and each time 
Sharkey missed he became an even 
more open target. 


Much o fthe applause went to 
sparring mates, Johnny Urban and 
Marco Polo, who threw their gloves 
into the openings in_ energetic 
abandon. 


After omitting his road work yester- 
day, Sharkey resumed the grind this 
morning. The boxer’s weight is only 
two or three pounds from the 192, at 
which he hopes to enter the ring.

Most Favored Locations,” 
Report Charges. 


HESSE ALSO DISLIKES 
EXCLUSIVE RIGHT PLAN 


His Order, Designating Public 
Hack Stands, Now Before 
Commissioners. 


The Bureau of Efficiency joined Maj. 
Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of po- 
lice, in denouncing exclusive taxicab 
privileges in front of hotels, in a re- 
port submitted to the Commissioners 
yesterday, and recommended that pub- 
lic hackstands be located at principal 
hotel entrances and that hotel cab 
concessionaires remaining in the field 
after all necessary public stands are 
thus established be required to operate 
exclusively for hotel guests. 

Maj. Hesse already has before the 
Commissioners a comprehensive order 
designating several hundred public 
hackstands, among them the hotel 
stands. The Commissioners already 
have held up the order several weeks 
and there is no prospect of their mak- 
ing an early decision. 

The bureau’s report criticizes the 
practice that it says gives the “three 
big companies” exclusive use of the 
“most favored locations” while forcing 
“Independent cab owners” to occupy 
less desirable stands. It says that re- 
ceipts from the hotel cab stands in 
1926 were $423,867.10, of which the ho- 
tels received $42,386, or 10 per cent, in 
commissions. “At least a part of this 
gum should find its way back into the 
pockets of the general public in the 
form of reduced taxicab rates,” the re- 
port says. 


Requirements Are Cited. 


Reviewing court decisions and opin- 
fons of the corporation counsel, the 
bureau report says the right of the ex- 
clusive privilege of hotel taxicab con- 
cessions rests on three requirements, as 
follows: , 

“1. The vehicles either must be 
owned or leased by the hotel proprietor. 

“2. They must be used exclusively for 
the accommodation of the guests of his 
hotel. 

“3. They must be kept only in rea-+ 
sonable mumber and in a reasonable 
manner, subject to all reasonable regu- 
lations by the public authorities to pre- 
vent the use from becoming excessive.” 

The bureau further states that the 
hotels do not have the exclusive right 
to adjacent streets, nor could the Com- 
missioners give them such exclusive 
right. The report proceeds: 

“It is our opinion that not one of 
these three conditions is observed at 
the present time. That the taxicab 
companies are violating the condition 
that hotel cabs must be used exclu- 
sively for guests of the hotels is not an 
opinion, but a fact. It is common 
knowledge that these concessions are 
used as public hack stands. 

“The service rendered at present is 
unquestionably a great convenience 
both to hotel guests and the general 
public. It is open to severe criticism, 
however, in that each of these conces- 
sions serves the favored occupant as 
‘@ public hack stand from which all 
other taxicabs are excluded. 

“Local authorities support this dis- 
crimination by arresting and obtaining 
the conviction of all taxicab drivers 
who attempt to use a hotel stand for 
which they were not granted a conces- 
sion. 

“The present practice of granting ex- 
clusive concessions is unfair and illegal 
and should be corrected immediately. 


Sewer Work Hindered 


Firemen, Is Complaint 


Daniel E. Garges, secretary of . the 
Board of District Commissioners, yes- 
terday received a formal complaint from 
the Columbia Heights Business Men's 
Association that the paraphernalia of 
workmen installing a sewer in Four- 
teenth street northwest, between Co- 
lumbia and Park roads, interfered ma-~- 
terially with the work of firemen at the 
Arcade Market fire Tuesday. 

“We are gravely apprehensive as to 
the safety of persons and merchandise 
in the buildings opposite this construc- 
tion work,” said H. C. Phillips, secre- 
tary of the association, in a letter trans-~- 
mitting the record of the organization’s 
action. A temporary trolley used in the 
construction is what is said to have 
hampered the firemen. The association 
asks that two shifts of eight hours each, 
instead of one as at present, be put on 
the sewer work until it is completed.

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CONSIDER NEW SITE 
FOR CENTER MARKET 


Question of Relocation Will 
Complicate the Moving of 
Farmers’ Stands. 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 
PROJECT PLANS CHANGED 


Plaza to Be Formed on Ground 
Originally Proposed 
for Structure. 


Controversy over ‘relocation of the 
farmers’ market to make way for the 
Internal Revenue Building in the tri- 
angle north of the Mall will be com< 
plicated by the question of relocation 
of Center Market on the site of the 
projected Department of Justice Bulld- 
ing, should the next group of estimates 
of the $50,000,000 five-year Federal 


building program for the District in<- 
clude an allotment for the latter struc- 
ture. 

Further complication of the market 
relocation was forecast when Public 
Buildings, Fine Arts and Treasury offi- 
clals decided to change the projected 
site of the Justice Building from be- 
tween Pennsylvania avenue, D, Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets, to the 
Center Market location, creating a plaza 
at the former site to relieve future traf~- 
fic congestion. é 

Learning yesterday that the allot- 
ment might be made, the Public Build- 
ings Commission made preliminary con- 
sideration toward Center Market's relo« 
cation, but the Department of Agricul- 
ture, which has charge of the market, 
has not yet taken any action on the 
matter of removal. 


No Building Assigned. 


While the department cooperated last 
year with the National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission regarding re- 
location of the farmers’ market, a mat- 
ter now to be decided by Congress and 
the District Commissioners, at that 
time relocation of Center Market was 
not considered for the reason that no 
building had been assigned to that 
site in the triangle program. 


The fact that the Department of 
Justice now is spending $140,000 an- 
nually in rents for activities in private 
buildings will lend impetus to the 
movement for an early allotment to 
start the building. 

Members of the board of architece 
tural consultants, which has been in 
conference with Treasury officials the 
past three days regarding the Federal 
building program, closed their session 
yesterday and will study tentative 
sketches of the Commerce and Internal 
Revenue buildings to serve as a gen- 
eral guide to two groups of buildings 
rimming the triangle. 

Working sketches of these buildings 
will be ready at the next meeting of 
the board, in September, and ‘passed 
upon by the fine arts, public build- 
dings, and Treasury officials and those 
of departments concerned. In the 
meantime a contract for boring tests 
for the subsoil of the Commerce 
Building will be awarded as the first 
step in the building program. 


Theater Men Discuss 
Musicians’ Requests 


A meeting of the managers of the 
local theaters and motion picture 


houses will be held at 11 o’clock this 
morning in the Earle Building to dis- 
cuss the request for a 20 per cent in- 
crease in tne size of theater orchestras 
and a wage increase of about 25 per 
cent which has been made by the 
Musicians Protective Union. Frank 
Steffey, manager of the Rialto Theater, 
has been elected chairman of the joint 
committee of the Theater Managers 
Association and the Motion Picture 
Theater Managers Association. 

The two groups will work together in 
arbitrating the differences arising from 
the demand for more pay made by the 
musicians. The union has taken no 
action since its first proposal of the 
new scale of wages. The present wage 
agreement between the managers and 
musicians expires September 1.
